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GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

AS GA GENERAL DEBATE CONTINUED OCT 7, CUBAN FONMIN REPEATEDLY 
ATTACKED VARIOUS ASPECTS OF US FOREIGN POLICY. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO 
MADE BY FONMINS OF AFGHANISTAN, GHANA, BOLIVIA, MALL AUSTRALIA, 
BURUNDI AND ZAIRE. EE'S AND OTHERS SPENT MORE THAN TWO-AND-ONE- 
HALF HOURS EXERCISING RIGHT OF REPLY, PRINCIPALLY TO EARLIER 
CHILEAN STATEMENT. SPEAKERS LISTED FOR GENERAL DEBATE OCT. 8 
ARE BURMA, OMAN, BYELORUSSIA, HUNGARY, MEXICO, SINGAPORE, 

BOTSWANA, VENEZUELA, UAR AND YEMEN. 


CUBA - 


FONMIN ROA STRESSED THE THEMES OF COLONIALISM, NEO-COLONIALISM, 
AND RACISM AS HE REPEATEDLY ATTACKED VARIOUS ASPECTS OF US FOREIGN 
POLICY. HE STATED THAT IN AN ERA OF DETENTE, US-CUBAN RELATIONS 
WOULD NOT CHANGE UNTIL THERE WAS AN END TO THE US-LED ISOLATION 
AND ' BLOCKADE” OF CUBA. DEALING EXTENSIVELY WITH THE 
CHILEAN SITUATION ROA ARGUED THAT THE US, AND THE CIA IN 
PARTICULAR, HAD CONSPIRED WITH THE PRESENT "FASCIST REGIME" OF 
GEN. PINOCHET IN OVERTHROWING THE ALLENDE GOVERNMENT. 

TURNING TO THE WORLD ECONOMIC SITUATION, ROA ACCUSED THE US OF 
TRYING TO MAINTAIN AN UNEQUAL RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND 
LESS DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. HE DENOUNCED THE ROLE OF MULTINATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS, THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM, AND PATTERNS 
OF TRADE RELATIONSHIPS IN PERPETUATING A SYSTEM OF UNEQUAL 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. QUOTING EXTENSIVELY FROM CASTRO'S SEPT 29 
SPEECH, ROA ARGUED THAT THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES HAD GENERATED 
THE PROBLEM OF INFLATIONS, AND HE TIED THE PROBLEM TO EXTENSIVE 
US MILITARY AND COVERT EXPENDITURES. HE ALSO SPOKE OF THE "THREATS" 
TO THE OIL-PRODUCING NATIONS, AS HE UNDERSCORED THE NEED FOR OPEC 
MEMBERS AND OTHER RAW MATERIAL PRODUCERS NOT TO FIGHT EACH 
OTHER. HE ASKED THE OPEC COUNTRIES NOT TO RE-INVEST THEIR MONEY 
IN THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, OR IN IMPERIALIST-CONTROLLED 
INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL BODIES, BUT IN THE THIRD WORLD ITSELF. 
(REPEATED INFO SANTIAGO) 

AFGHANISTAN - DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER ABDULLAH NOTED THAT 
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THE EMERGENCE OF BANGLADESH AS AN INDEPENDENT NATION REFLECTS 
WORLD RECOGNITION BOTH OF THE RIGHTS OF THE BANGALEES AND OF 
REGIONAL REALITIES. HE ENDORSED THE INSCRIPTION OF THE PALESTINIAN 
ITEM ON THE AGENDA AND CALLED FOR TOTAL ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM 
ARAB TERRITORY AND FOR THE RETURN OF JERUSALEM TO THE ARABS. 
ABDULLAH NOTED AFGHANISTAN'S RELATIONS WITH CHINA ARE NORMAL AND 
FRIENDLY "AS FAR AS WE ARE CONCERNED." HE CITED THE REASON 
FOR THE TENSION WITH PAKISTAN, A BORDER DISPUTE LEFT OVER FROM 
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THE COLONIAL ERA WHEN AFGHAN LAND WAS "USURPED." ABDULLAH 
OBSERVED THAT AFGHANISTAN HAD TRIED TO SOLVE THIS ISSUE PEACEFULLY, 

AND DEPLORED THE USE OF FORCE, WHICH, HE SAID, WILL ONLY MAKE 
MATTERS WORSE. AFGHANISTAN, HE DECLARED, WILL, "WITHOUT ANY 
CONDITION, ANYWHERE AND AT ANY TIME, NEGOTIATE TO FIND A PEACE- 
FUL SLUTION." ABDULLAH CITED AFGHAN SUPPORT FOR A WORLD DISARMA- 
MENT CONFERENCE, AND FOR IRAN'S PROPOSED NUCLEAR-FREE ZONE IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST. (REPEATED INFO KABUL) 

GHANA - FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMISSIONER KWAME BAAH FOCUSED HIS 
REMARKS PRIMARILY ON ISSUES OF DIRECT CONCERN TO AFRICA. 

DWELLING AT LENGTH ON DECOLONIZATION, BAAH ASSURED PORTUGAL OF 
"A NEW ERA OF FRIENDLY RELATIONS AND COOPERATION WITH INDEPENDENT 
AFRICA" IF IT CONTINUES TO DECOLONIZE ACCORDING TO ITS 
PLEDGES. HE ALSO APPEALED TO PORTUGAL'S ALLIES TO SHOULDER 
PART OF THE FINANCIAL BURDEN FOR RECONSTRUCTING GUINEA-BISSAU, 
PREFERABLY WITH AID CHANNELED THROUGH MULTILATERAL INSTITUTIONS 
SUCH AS THE UN. QUOTING KWAME NKRUMAH ON AFRICA'S DESIRE FOR 
FREEDOM BAAH APPEALED FOR STRONG INTERNATIONAL MEASURES TO END 
MINORITY RULE IN RHODESIA (ZIMBABWE) AND SOUTH AFRICA (AZANIA). 

HE STATED UNEQUIVOCALLY THAT GHANA BELIEVES MULTIRACIAL SOCIETIES 

ARE BOTH POSSIBLE AND DESIRABLE FOR AFRICA. CONCERNING THE 

MIDDLE EAST, BAAH REAFFIRMED GHANA'S WILLINGNESS TO PARTICIPATE 

IN UNEF FOR AS LONG AS NECESSARY. HE ADDED, THAT THERE WILL BE 

NO LASTING PEACE WITHOUT A SOLUTION TO THE PALESTINIAN PROBLEM 

AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF "SECURE, RECOGNIZED AND GUARANTEED FRONTIERS" 

IN THE AREA. BAAH SAID THAT GHANA CANNOT ADVOCATE MIDDLE EAST 
NEGOTIATIONS BASED ON PRECONDITIONS BECAUSE TO DO SO WOULD DENY THE 
ESSENCE OF NEGOTIATION. BAAH ADVOCATED "RESPECT FOR THE 
SOVEREIGN INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY" OF CYPRUS AND 
SAID GHANA OPPOSES PERMANENT FOREIGN OCCUPATION OF THE ISLAND 
AS WELL AS ANY PLAN FOR UNITING IT WITH ANOTHER STATE. BAAH 
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EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH THE RESULTS OF THE CARACAS LOS 
CONFERENCE AND APPEALED FOR FURTHER PROGRESS AT GENEVA. HE SAID 
HE HOPED NO STATED WOULD TAKE UNILATERAL ACTION TO EXPLOIT THE 
SEABED PRIOR TO A FINAL LOS AGREEMENT. URGING INCREASED 
DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE FROM INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES, BAAH SAID 
THAT THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY IS THE MOST EFFECTIVE FORM OF 
AID. HE QUOTED STATISTICS TO SHOW HOW BADLY GHANA HAD BEEN AFFECTED 
BY HIGH OIL PRICES, BUT REFUSED TO "INDICT" THE OIL PRODUCING 
COUNTRIES SAYING THE THREAT OF RECESSION STEMS FROM A VARIETY OF 
FACTORS. BAAH CALLED FOR THE WIDEST POSSIBLE ADHERENCE TO THE NPT. 

HE SAID THAT NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES SHOULD BE 
STRICTLY REGULATED IN ORDER TO PREVENT ITS MISUSE. (REPEATED 
INFO ACCRA) 
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BOLIVIA— 

FONMIN SORIANO, COMMENTING ON THE PROBLEMS OF CONTEMPORARY 
SOCIETY, REAFFIRMED SUPPORT FOR THE UN AND ITS PRINCIPLES. 
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SPEAKING AT LENGTH ON THE ISSUE OF DEVELOPMENT AND THE PROBLEMS 
OF THE LDC'S, HE ENDORSED THE RESULTS OF THE UNGA SIXTH SPECIAL 
SESSION. CITING THE SPIRIT OF TLATELOLCO, WASHINGTON, AND 
BUENOS AIRES, SORIANO REFERRED TO THE ADVENT OF A 
"NEW DIALOGUE" IN LATIN AMERICA, CALLING IT A "SYNONYM 
OF UNDERSTANDING" BASED ON THE EQUALITY OF STATES. HE HAILED 
THIS DIALOGUE AS A LANDMARK IN INTER- AMERICAN RELATIONS 
AND URGED THE CONTINUATION OF INTER-AMERICAN SOLIDARITY. 
(REPEATED INFO LA PAZ) 


MALI- 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS MINISTER CHARLES SAMBA CISSOKO DELIVERED 
ONE OF THE MOST STRIDENT AFRICAN SPEECHES OF THIS ASSEMBLY'S 
GENERAL DEBATE. CAST IN INTEMPERATE LANGUAGE, THE SPEECH 
NOTABLY LACKED BALANCE ON MANY IMPORTANT ISSUES. CISSOKO 
ATTACKED THE SIMTH REGIME IN RHODESIA FOR THE ALLEGED 
"SUMMARY EXECUTION" OF VILLAGE LEADERS IN THE TOWN OF 
MUSIWA LAST FEBRUARY. DISCLAIMING ANY BELIEF IN THE 
EFFECTIVENESS OF SANCTIONS AGAINST THE REBEL REGIME, 

CISSOKO DEMANDED THAT BRITAIN CARRY OUT ITS RESPONSIBILITY 
TO END THE WHITE REBELLION. CISSOKO THEN ACCUSED THE NATO 
ALLIES OF SUPPORTING SOUTH AFRICA IN ITS ILLEGAL OCCU- 
PATION OF NAMIBIA. HE ALSO ACCUSED AN UNNAMED "INFLUENTIAL 
MEMBER OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL" OF CONDUCTING INDIAN OCEAN 
NAVAL MANEUVERS WITH SOUTH AFRICA, AND CHARGED THAT "CERTAIN 
PERMANENT SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS" ARE STRIVING TO ARM SOUTH 
AFRICA AGAINST ITS NATIVE POPULATION, IN ORDER TO 
CREATE A SPRINGBOARD FOR THEIR "WARS OF COLONIAL RECONQUEST." 
CISSOKO DEMANDED ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM OCCUPIED ARAB 
TERRITORY AND CALLED FOR THE RESTORATION OF THE "FUN- 
DAMENTAL NATIONAL RIGHTS" OF THE PALESTINIANS. HE ALSO CALLED 
FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS FROM CYPRUS AND THE 
RESTORATION OF THAT COUNTRY AS A SOVEREIGN, INDEPENDENT 
AND UNDIVIDED STATE. 

TURNING TO ASIA, CISSOKO ACCUSED SAIGON AND "ITS IMPERIALIST 
MASTERS" OF REPEATEDLY VIOLATING THE PARIS ACCORDS. HE 
CHARGED THE KHMER REPUBLIC WITH MAINTAINING "AN INFERNAL 
MACHINE OF REPRESSION" AND EXPRESSED COMPLETE SUPPORT FOR 
THE GRUNK. HE ALSO CALLED FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FROM KOREA AN DECRIED REPRESSIVE METHODS EMPOLYED BY THE 
ROK. CISSOKO ATTACKED THE ADMINISTRATIONS IN SAIGON, SEOUL 
AND PHNOM PENH AS "PUPPET REGIMES" PUT IN PLACE BY 
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"IMPERIALISM." SPEAKING ON ARMS CONTROL, CISSOKO CRITICIZED 
THE MIRVING AND MARVING OF MISSILES AND ANNOUNCED MALIAN 
SUPPORT FOR PROPOSALS BY IRAN AND PAKISTAN FOR NUCLEAR- 
FREE ZONES IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND SOUTH ASIA. CISSOKO ALSO 
REAFFIRMED MALI'S SUPPORT FOR THE OAU'SPOSITION ON LOS 
AND ENDORSED THE DECISIONS OF THE SIXTH SPECIAL UNGA ON THE INTER- 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. FINALLY, CISSOKO APPEALED FOR MORE 
AID TO THE SAHELIAN COUNTRIES IN THEIR FIGHT AGAINST DROUGHT. 
(REPEATED INFO BAMAKO) 

AUSTRALIA- 

FOREIGN MINISTER WILLESEE NOTED AS ENCOURAGING 
THE FACT THAT FOR THE FIRST TIME IN 25 YEARS ALL THE COUNTRIES 
INVOLVED IN THE MIDDLE EAST CONFLICT ARE NOW INVOLVED IN 
DISCUSSIONS. HE VOLUNTEERED AUSTRALIA FOR MEMBERSHIP ON THE 
COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, IN ORDER TO FACILITATE THE PROCESS OF 
NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE. HE CALLED FOR THE MEMBERSHIP OF 
BOTH KOREAN GOVERNMENTS IN THE UN, TO SPEED THE MOVEMENT 
TOWARD REUNIFICATION. WILLESEE CITED AUSTRALIA'S CONTRIBUTION TO 
THE FUND FOR MSAS AND NOTED THE INCREASE IN AUSTRALIA'S 
OVERALL DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE TO HELP ACHIEVE THE 
INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY TARGET FOR THE 1970'S. 

HE OFFERED AUSTRALIA'S HELP IN DEVELOPING A CODE OF CONDUCT 
FOR MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS, BASED ON ITS OWN EXPERIENCE 
WITH THEM. REFERRING TO THE AGENDA ITEM ON DIPLOMATIC 
ASYLUM, INSCRIBED AT AUSTRALIA'S REQUEST, WILLESEE CALLED 
FOR INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT ON DETAILED RULES CONCERNING 
THE GRANTING OF SUCH ASYLUM. WILLESEE CALLED FOR A 
BROADENING OF THE POSSIBILITIES UNDER THE CHARTER FOR UN 
INVOLVEMENT IN THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES, 

NOT TO REPLACE, BUT TO AUGMENT THE SECURITY COUNCIL'S 
ROLE. (REPEATED INFO CANBERRA) 

BURUNDI— 

IN A PRESENTATION WHICH TOUCHED ON MANY OF THE 

ISSUES BEFORE THE GA, FOREIGN MINISTER SIMBANANIYE SCORED 
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THE MAJOR POWERS AS THE SOURCE OF THE WORLD'S POLITICAL 
AND ECONOMIC ILLS. HE CONDEMNED ALL WHO CONTINUE TO HAVE 
COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND NOTED THAT BURUNDI, 
IN SPITE OF ITS ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES DUE TO BEING LANDLOCKED, 

HAD REFUSED TO SIGN AN AGREEMENT WITH SOUTH AFRICA WHICH WOULD 
HAVE PROVIDED AN AIR LINK WITH PRETOIRA AND SALISBURY. 
SIMBANANIYE CALLED FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS 
FROM VIETNAM, "WHATEVER THEIR LABEL," AND ADVOCATED THE 
ADMISSION OF THE PRG AS AN OBSERVER IN UN BODIES. HE 
EXPRESSED BURUNDI'S SUPPORT FOR THE GRUNK IN THE KHMER 
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CREDENTIALS ISSUE, AND SAID BURUNDI IS IN FAVOR OF THE 
RESTORATION OF GRUNK TO POWER. SIMBANANIYE OPPOSED THE 
ADMISSION OF ONE OR BOTH KOREAS TO THE UN SINCE THIS WOULD 
HINDER REUNIFICATION. (REPEATED INFO BUIUMBURA) 
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UNDIGEST 

ZAIRE - STATE COMMISSIONER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS UMBA- 
DI-LUTETE GAVE BROAD RANGING SPEECH, TOUCHING ON ALL MAJOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WORLD PROBLEM AREAS. UMBA PRAISED PORTUGAL'S GOOD FAITH IN 
PURSUING DECOLONIZATION BUT DECLARED THAT KINSHAS WILT. 

NOT ESTABLISH RELATIONS WITH LISBON UNTIL THE PROCESS 
IS COMPLETE. HE CITED PORTUGAL'S EXAMPLE IN CRUSHING THE 
WHITE REBELLION IN MOZAMBIQUE IN CONTRAST TO GREAT BRITAIN'S 
INACTION IN RHODESIA UNDER SIMILAR CIRCUMSTANCES. UMBA 
ATTACKED THE UK FOR ITS ALLEGED FAILURE TO POLICE RHODESIAN 
SANCTIONS EFFECTIVELY WHILE IT ACCUSED AFRICAN STATES OF 
VIOLATING THEM. HE CALLED UPON GREAT BRITAIN TO INTERVENE 
DECISIVELY TO END THE RHODESIAN REBELLION ONCE AND FOR ALL. 
AFTER ATTACKING SOUTH AFRICAN APARTHEID, UMBA MOVED ON 
TO SPANISH SAHARA. HE PRAISED MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA 
FOR THEIRDECISION TO SUBMIT THE MATTER TO THE ICJ AND 
CHARGED THAT SPAIN'S 

PROPOSED REFERENDUM FOR THE TERRITORY WAS A PRETEXT FOR 
DELAYING DECOLONIZATION. UMBA THEN ASKED WHY SPAIN OPPOSED 
A REFERENDUM FOR GIBRALTAR. UMBA PRAISED THE US FOR ITS 
PEACE EFFORTS IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND CALLED FOR RECOGNITION 
OF THE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS. HE ALSO CALLED FOR 
MAKING THE INDIAN OCEAN A TRUE ZONE OF PEACE, EXPRESSED 
SUPPORT FOR THE GRUNK, CALLED FOR PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION 
OF KOREAAND APPEALED FOR RESTORATION OF THE TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OF CYPRUS. UMBA ANNOUNCED ZAIRE S SUPPORT FOR 
CHARTER REVIEW AND ATTACKED THE SECURITY COUNCIL VETO 
AS OUTMODED. ON BIRTH CONTROL, UMBA SAID THAT POPULATION 
DENSITY WAS AN IMPORTANT YARDSTICK. AS SUCH, IT INDICATED, 

HE SAID, THAT THERE IS NO "YELLOW PERIL," BUT A "WHITE 
PERIL," SINCE EUROPE'S POPULATION DENSITY IS GREATER THAN 
THAT OF CHINA. (REPEATED INFO KINSHASA) 

RIGHTS OF REPLY - 

IN EXERCISING THEIR RIGHT OF REPLY TO STATEMENT PREVIOUSLY 
PRESENTED BY CHILE IN GENERAL DEBATE, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, 
BULGARIA, GDR, USSR, POLAND, UKRAINE, MONGOLIA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
HUNGARY, YUGOSLAVIA, BYELORUSSIA AND CUBA CASTIGATED 
"FASCIST" CHILEAN REGIME FOR ITS BRUTALITY, SUPPRESSION OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS, AND TERRORIST TACTICS. IN REPLYING TO CHILE, 

CUBA ALSO ATTACKED THE U.S. AGAIN FOR ITS INTERVENTION 
IN CHILEAN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. CHILE, IN ITS TURN, DENIED 
THESE ALLEGATIONS. (REPEATED INFO SANTIAGO) 
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MOROCCO, IN A RIGHT OF REPLY TO SPANISH GENERAL DEBATE 
SPEECH, CLAIMED THAT SPAIN HAD NOT INVOLVED MOROCCO IN 
DELIBERATIONS CONCERNING SPANISH SAHARA. SPAIN DENIED MOROCCO'S 
CHARGE. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - APARTHEID 

OAU ADMINISTRATIVE SYG ETEKI BEGAN APARTHEID DEBATE IN 
COMITE OCT. 7 WITH FIERY ADDRESS URGING EXCLUSION OF VORSTER 
REGIME FROM UN, AND DENOUNCING ' COMPLACENCY AND COMPLICITY" 

OF US REGARDING APARTHEID. HE ASKED HOW US COULD BLOCKADE 
CUBA, BUT NOT SOUTH AFRICA. IN INTRODUCING REPORT, APARTHEID 
COMITE RAPPORTUER VALDERRAMA (PHILIPPINES) CHARACTERIZED 
APARTHEID AS "THREAT TO PEACE” AND CRITICIZED COUNTRIES 
STILL MAINTAINING RELATIONS AND MILITARY COLLABORATION WITH 
SA. APARTHEID COMITE CHAIRMAN OGBU (NIGERIA) SAID PAC AND ANC 
REPS WERE AUTHENTIC REPS OF SA PEOPLE. HE ATTACKED, 

AMONG OTHER THINGS, JOINT US-SA NAVAL EXERCISE AND CRITICIZED 
FRENCH PROVSION OF SOPHISTICATED MILITARY MATERIEL TO SA. 
BIERMANN VISIT TO WASHINGTON, AND NATO STUDY OF "SECRET 
CONTINGENCY PLANS." HE HOPED PERM SC MEMBERS WOULD ACT 
WITH "COURAGE AND INTEGRITY." HE ALLEGED COOPERATION BETWEEN 
SA AND ISRAEL, IRAN, PARAGUAY, BRAZIL, NICARAGUA, BOLIVIA 
AND COLOMBIA. BRAZILIAN DEFENDED ELVATION OF BRAZILIAN 
LEGATION IN SA TO EMBASSY. PAC REP SIBEKO URGED EXPULSION 
OF SA AND THAT SEAT BE LEFT VACANT UNTIL "DEMOCRATIC GOVT" 
ESTABLISHED TO TAKE ITS PLACE IN UN. HE SAID SUPERPOWERS 
MOBILIZED THEIR FORCES WHEN THEIR INTERESTS WERE INVOLVED, 

CITING US BLOCKING REUNIFICATION OF KOREA. SIBEKO CHARGED 
THAT THERE WERE ON SA DEL THREE "PUPPETS WHO ARE WILLING 
VICTIMS OF CIRCUMSTANCES." (OURTEL 3797)

IN OCT 7 MEETING SINGAPORE INTRODUCED DRAFT RES NOTING WITH 
SATISFACTION INCREASING EFFECTIVENESS OF UNITAR AS CONSIDERATION 
OF UNITAR EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR S REPORT FOR FY 74 BEGAN. 
COSPONSORED BY DENMARK, GHANA, ITALY, KUWAIT, MEXICO, 

NIGERIA, POLAND, SENEGAL, SIERRA LEONE AND TUNISIA, DRAFT 
RES (L. 1344) NOTES REPORT AND EXPRESSES HOPE UNITAR WOULD 
UNCLASSIFIED
